A deep 
reverence for human life is worth more 
than a thousand executions in the preven- 
tion of murder, and is, in fact, the great 
security fer human life.” 

Reverence for life is its best security, no 
doubt, but Mr. Bright suggests a poor way 
of inculeating it. Ifa robber steals, the 
law does not take his property, but “re- 
garde it as inviolable,” and punishes him 
by imprisonment. Do the people who live 
by burglary, therefore, begin ‘also so to 
regard it?” All punishment is, of course, 
only partial, and neither capital punish- 
ment or any thing else (till the millenial 
days of universal love) will cure the earth 
of crime. But so far as human legal jus- 
tice goes, “blood for blood,” is the best 
known preventive of the crime against 
human life. :
